Executive council of A.F.L. building unions acts to meet 
criticism of jurisdictional strikes and fee charges on 


defense construction jobs. 


The Building Trades Department of 
the AFL declared this week in a resolu- 
tion of the executive council that no 
strikes would be called on defense jobs 
because of jurisdictional disputes be- 
tween members of the department. It 
was also decided that contractors “fair 
to organized labor” (presumably those 
having union contracts), would be per- 
mitted to employ non-union men on 
defense projects when the building 
trades union were unable to provide 
men. Furthermore, such non-union men 
would not be charged any work per- 
mit or other fees “except where they 
can qualify for membership and have 
been requested to join the appropriate 
union and have been accepted into mem- 
bership.” Initiation fees charged new 
nembers of the union, it was declared, 
shall be the minimum possible in view 
of the benefits extended by the union 
organizations.” 
The declaration on jurisdictional 
strikes reiterates in a formal way the 
statement to the same effect made by 
William Green in January. Its effective- 
ness is, of course, dependent on the 
xtent to which the building trades de- 
partment is able to exert its always 
y control over the component inter- 
tionals, 
Probably more significant in the long 
in is the declaration on employment 
non-union men. This appears to rule 
the now rather common situation 
which men are not admitted to the 
ull privileges of union membership but 
re charged fees of varying size to be 
lowed to work alongside union men.

Wind tunnel to test aircraft models at Wright Field 


Supplementing two existing funnels, one of 
5-ft. and the other of 14-in. jet diameter, the 
Army has under construction at Wright Field, 
Dayton, Ohio, a new wind tunnel capable of 
testing airplane models of approximately 15-ft. 
span; simulating actual flying conditions and 
speeds of approximately 400 mph and aft air 
pressures comparable fo altitudes of from 3,000 
to 4,000 ##. 

Made of 700 tons of sheet and structural 
steel, the tunnel will be a closed tube of cir- 
cular cross section, varying in diameter from 
a maximum of 45 ft. to a minimum of 20 ft. 
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at the festing section; total circuit length 
along the centerline of the tunnel will be 
616 ft. 

The model-testing section of the wind tun- 
nel will actually form a part of the 58-ft. high 
test building constructed of reinforced concrete. 
All power equipment will be housed in a 
separate building. 

Wind pressure will be supplied by a 75 hp. 
Westinghouse Electric & Mfg. Co. 
General contractors for the project are the 
Notional Concrete Fireproofing Co., Cleve- 
land, Ohio.

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Camp Shelby completed 
on time and below cost 


In record-breaking time and at a 
cost under the original estimates, Camp 
Shelby, at Hattiesburg, Miss., was off- 
cially completed and accepted by the 
Army Mar. 13. 

Just six months ago the first of 17,000 
workmen started on the initial job of 
clearing the site, which covers 5,185 
acres. From the day construction opera- 
tions started the project was “on or 
ahead” of schedule, and now on its com- 
pletion it is the first of forty-six such 
training centers in the national defense 
program to be finished. Primarily, 
Shelby is a tent camp for artillery and 
will care for 67,976 troops. 

Included in the project are approxi- 
mately 15,000 buildings: including 13,- 
000 floored tent frames, 414 mess halls, 
80 warehouses, a 2,000-bed hospital, 56 
administration buildings, two laundries 
(costing approximately $1,000,000), 34 
post exchanges, 85 mi. of water mains, 
60 mi. of sewer mains, and 59 mi. of 
hard surfaced roads (approximately 15 
mi. of concrete and 434% mi. of asphalt). 
There are 28 corrugated steel ammuni- 
tion igloos, an activated sludge sewage 
treatment plant, a power plant (supply- 
ing heat for the 2000-bed hospital), and 
a water system of 5,256,000 gal. per day. 

Original estimated construction cost 
was $22,000,000, and final construction 
cost is slightly over $20,500,000. J. A. 
Jones Construction Co., Charlotte, N. C., 
and A. H. Guion Co., Spartanburg, S. C., 
were general contractors; with the latter 
handling all utility construction, includ- 
ing water supply, sewage disposal, roads, 
clearing and excavation of site.

The trailer unit remained 
ight, and, jamming into the capsized tractor 
its cargo of 3,500 gal. of gasoline, ignited 
There was no explosion and the drivers 


escaped with only minor injuries. One of the 
two 90-ft. through pony truss spans collapsed 
when one truss buckled locally under the ter- 
rific heat. The bridge, which was built in 1923, 
carried a*reinforced concrete roadway over 
transverse steel floorbeams spaced 9 ft. 
aport. 

According fo information from E. W. 
Blumenschein, enginser of bridge design, lowa 
State Highway Commission, the collision caused 
little damage to the structure, except the de- 
struction of a short light angle rail section 
projecting beyond the end post; the end post 
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was not even visibly bent. However, fifteen 
minutes of intense heat from the burning gaso- 
line so weakened the top chord and web mem- 
bers in one panel that collapse ensued. It is 
estimated that the metal was heated to 1,400 
or 1,500 deg. F. at the time of failure. Flames 
licked the under side of the south half of the 
wrecked span, burning off all of the paint, 
but insufficient heat developed to produce de- 
formations in the steel below the floor. The 
accompanying picture was taken in the after- 
noon after the wreckage had been cleared off 
the span.

Georgia senate kills 
pipeline bill 


A bili introduced in the Georgia leg- 
islature that would have permitted the 
Southeastern Pipeline Co. to extend its 
pipeline from Port St. Joe, Fla., through 
the state to Chattanooga, Tenn., and 
which would have permitted the com- 
pany to condemn property for the con- 
struction of such a line was killed by 
the Georgia senate Mar. 19, when it 
voted 27 to 21 against legislation per- 
mitting private companies the right of 
eminent domain for pipeline construc- 
tion. 

President Roosevelt had sent a special 
message to Governor Eugene Talmadge 
urging passage of the legislation on the 
grounds that the pipeline was essential 
to national defense. 

After voting down the bill, the senate 
adopted a resolution expressing willing- 
ness to reconvene in special session to 
enact legislation permitting the federal 
government to construct such a line in 
Georgia, “if and when” the federal gov- 
ernment deemed the project necessary 
for national defense. The Georgia sen- 
ators were opposed not to construction 
of the pipeline but definitely opposed to 
giving private concerns the right of emi- 
nent domain for such construction.

Tacoma considers large 
power expansion program 


The city council of Tacoma, Wash., is 
considering an $11,000,000 power ex- 
pansion program which involves the 
construction of a hydro-electric dam and 
power plant and enlargement of an ex- 
isting plant. 

The plan was offered by Utilities Com- 
missioner R. D. O'Neill on the basis of 
surveys and investigations conducted by 
J. V. Congwer, chief construction engi- 
neer for the city’s light division, who 
was retained last year to make the 
survey. 

The proposed dam, 265 ft. high and 
930 ft. across the crest, would be on 
the Nisqually River near Elbe, and would 
necessitate the relocation of 9 mi. of 
railway and 44% mi. of highway, and 
would create a storage basin of 190,000 
acre-ft. It would be an arch type dam 
with a 540 ft. spillway. The dam would 
be 18 ft. thick at the top and 90 ft. at the 
base, requiring 302,000 cu.yd. of con- 
crete, according to preliminary plans. 

A new power plant of 50,000 kw. ca- 
pacity would be built on the Nisqually 
River above the site of the present plant. 
Based on preliminary estimates the proj- 
ect if started soon could be completed 
in 1944,

Sticking closely to the budget. the 
House of Representatives passed the War 
Department civil functions appropria- 
tion providing funds for river and _har- 
bor improvement, flood control, and con- 
tinuation of the third-locks project at 
Panama. 

For general flood control, $71,129,000 
is provided. Although this sum is about 
the same as that provided last year, the 
Chief of Engineers, Julian L. Schley, 
stated that it would just barely permit 
continuing work on all projects now un- 
der way, at a considerably reduced rate, 
plus one new project. This last is a 
$1,129,000 levee construction project at 
Huntington, W. Va., to protect the 
American Nickel Co. plant there against 


floods. 
Reduced money for flood control 


General Schley’s statement, however, 
was made before a clause was inserted 
earmarking 10 percent of the appropria- 
tion for starting new projects in fiscal 
1942, thus reducing the amount for ex- 
isting projects to about $63,500,000; the 
corps would have liked to spend about 
$106,000,000 on these projects. Whether 
it will be possible to continue all existing 
projects with this sum, and what new 
projects might be started, is not yet 
known.

The bill provides $7,170,000 for in- 
stallation of generators 7-10 at Bonne- 
ville Dam, and $1,845,000 to complete 
the 50,000-kw power installation at Fort 
Peck Dam. 

For continuation of the work on addi- 
tional locks at Panama $34,932,000 is 
appropriated in cash, and authorization 
is given also to ineur contract obliga- 
tions of $79,000,000. It is planned dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year to concentrate 
on dredging of the approach channels 
and of the lock sites themselves, while 
carrying on the detailed design of the 
locks. In addition, the bill would provide 
$3,073,000 for minor improvements to the 
canal facilities and $4,670,000 for special 
protective works of a secret nature.

Charles H. Purcell, California state 
highway engineer, has turned down an 
offer from San Francisco to serve that 
city as trafic expert. 

The proposed contract between Mr. 
Purcell and the city of San Francisco 
envisioned a five year study of the city’s 
traffic and transit problems. As a result 
of a friendly suit filed a year ago by 
San Francisco’s Comptroller Boyd to 
test the legality of obligating the city 
for a five-year period and using various 
municipal funds for this purpose, the 
state supreme court (reported in ENR 
Mareh 20, 1941, p. 438) had ruled fa- 
vorably on the legality of the proposal. 

In turning down the San Francisco 
offer Mr. Purcell stated that his reason 
for doing so was purely of a personal 
nature.

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Delaware River vehicle 
tunnel proposed 


Delaware’s Senator James H. Hughes 
has introduced in the U.S. Senate a res- 
olution granting consent of Congress to 
an agreement between Delaware and New 
Jersey for financing, constructing and 
operating a vehicle tunnel under the 
Delaware River near Wilmington. This 
resolution follows up three similar bills 
now before the Delaware legislature 
which have been introduced by Senator 
Paul R. Rinard. 

One of the bills pending before the 
Delaware legislature would create the 
Delaware Tunnel Commission to. con- 
struct, maintain and operate a vehicle 
tunnel and approaches from a point at 
or near Pigeon Point, near Wilmington, 
to a point at or near Deepwater Point, 
in Salem County, N. J. 

The commission would comprise seven 
members, four from Delaware appointed 
by the Governor and three from New 
Jersey, appointed on recommendation 
of the Governor of that state. 

The commission would be empowered 
to issue bonds to pay the costs of the 
tunnel. Tolls for use of the tunnel would 
be collected and used to pay the mainte- 
nance costs, and for payment of interest 
and principal on the bonds. 

A second bill in the tunnel series would 
provide for naming of a “Delaware 
Ferry Commission” with power to pur- 
chase property, facilities and equipment 
of all privately owned vehicle ferry lines 
which cross the Delaware between New 
Castle County and a point in New Jersey. 

The third in the series would authorize 
an agreement with New Jersey for co- 
operative action through a body cor- 
porate and politic to be known as “The 
Delaware River Tunnel Authority.” 


New water supply for 
Indianapolis, Ind. 


A petition has been filed with the 
Indiana Public Service Commission by 
the Indianapolis Water Company re- 
questing authorization that would permit 
the company to construct a $1,600,000 
dam and reservoir project on Fall Creek 
about 10 mi. northeast of Indianapolis. 
The petition explains that the new proj- 
ect, which would have a storage capacity 
of approximately 7,000,000,000 gal., is 
needed because of the increased use of 
water in Indianapolis and the recent 
diminishing of the flow in Fall Creek and 


White River in periods of peak draft. 


If approved by the commission, the 
company expects the project to be com- 
pleted in about two years. A hearing 
before the commission is set for Mar. 31 
(just as ENR goes to press).

Legislature passes amendment to permit $60,000,000 from cross- 
ing-elimination bonds to be spent on highways 


The New York Legislature has for the 
second time passed a constitutional 
amendment providing for a diversion of 
$60,000,000 in authorized bond moneys 
from grade crossing elimination | funds 
to construction and reconstruction of 
highways and parkways. The measure 
yill be submitted to popular vote in 
November. The grade crossing bond 
funds represent the unused portion of 
the $300,000,000 bond issue originally 
suthorized by vote of the people in 1926. 
he measure just passed is an amend- 
ment to the previous amendment. If 
fnally approved by popular vote the 
860,000,000 diversion will reduce the 
rade crossing elimination program by 
hat amount and increase the highway 
d parkway program similarly. Accom- 
panying legislation also was passed by 
e legislature providing for formal ap- 
propriation and allocation of $30,000,000 
highways and $30,000,000 to parkways. 
This enabling legislation is not subject 
popular approval but is assured of 
nactment since the entire plan was 
prged by Governor Lehman and he has 
iefinitely indicated that he would ap- 
prove the measures just passed. It is

Defense traffic overloads 
Seattle street system 


Traffic in Seattle, Wash., has become 
so heavy due to unprecedented indus-

Boeing Aircraft Co. and two shipbuild- 
ing firms to change the hours of their 
shifts, as the first step in an extensive 
“staggering” of workers’ hours to re- 
lieve traffic congestion. 

“It is becoming increasingly appar- 
ent that all the city’s downtown and 
industrial working people cannot use the 
city’s key streets at the same _ time,” 
said Mayor John E. Carroll. 

The three firms have been asked to 
alter their afternoon change of shift, 
making it 3 o’clock and 3:30 instead of 
4 o'clock. It is indicated that business 
men in the central business district may 
be asked to change working hours of 
their employees. 

Two arterials in the central business 
district are reported to be carrying 30 
to 50 percent more traffic than a year 
ago. Present bus facilities are declared 
inadequate to carry both industrial and 
business traffic at peak hours. 

Harbor Island, site of the shipyards, 
may be reached by automobile, but by 
a circuitous route with a serious traflic 
bottleneck, and it is anticipated that 
extra ferries will be required to supple- 
ment small craft now in use.

A modernization program with only slight. 


inconvenience to office occupancy has been 
completed by the Lehigh-Portland Cement Co. 
on its 7-story home office building in Allen- 
town, Pa. The Young Building, named after a 
founder of the company, was built in 1902 and 
presented an architectural appearance of that 
date indicated in the “before” picture. The 
reconstruction program included the complete 
removal and rebuilding of the two top floors 
of the building. Temporary partitions were 
built inside the original brick walls to permit 
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work fo continue without interference with 
office routine. This procedure was also used 
along the side of the building where an ad- 
dition was built on newly acquired property. 
The work was concluded with the adding of a 
modern exterior, as indicated. The structure 
is completely air conditioned. 

The remodeling and enlargement program 
makes possible office space for the entire Al- 
lentown staff of the Lehigh-Portland Cement 
Co. The reconstruction work was carried out 
by the Turner Construction Co. 
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Bill to raise $1,000,000 
for Neches River Dam 


In order to finance, in part, the con- 
struction of a $3,000,000 dam on the 
Neches River near Frankston, Tex., a bill 
has been introduced in the Texas legisla- 
ture authorizing the diversion of 50 per- 
cent of the ad valorem tax revenue in a 
group of four counties, situated in the 
area of the proposed dam. Diversion of 
the tax will provide a revenue of approx- 
imately one million dollars, it was ex- 
plained by P. K. Birdwell, president of 
the Sabine-Neches Reclamation District, 
which has been formed to construct and 
operate the project. 

The storage dam will supply water for 
domestic and industrial uses for a num- 
ber of East Texas cities. Application will 
be made to the WPA fer a $2,000,000 
government loan to aid in construction 
of the proposed project. 


Bankhead Tunnel profit 
averages $100 daily 


The new $4,000,000 Bankhead Tun- 
nel under the Mobile River at Mobile, 
Ala., which was opened to traffic Feb. 
20 is reported to be making $100 profit 
every 24 hours, according to Mayor Cecil 
F. Bates of Mobile. 

Daily tolls are averaging $500, while 
present operating costs, interest charges, 
insurance and maintenance average $400 
daily. The tunnel is 3,400 ft. long with 
a single roadway. 


New water supply needed 
at Wilmington, N. C. 


Faced with a rapidly increasing popu- 
lation, as a result of national defense 
projects in the vicinity of Wilmington, 
N. C., the city is seeking means of ob- 
taining a combined water supply suffi- 
cient to care for twice its population in 
the 1940 census (32,500). A water short- 
age was experienced the past summer 
when unusually high tides backed up 
salt water into the city reservoir. 

Last November W. G. Olsen, consult- 
ing engineer of Raleigh, N. C., was re- 
tained by the city to investigate means 
of increasing the water supply. Olsen’s 
report, which has just been presented 
to city officials, states that the most log- 
ical means of obtaining a new water 
supply is to tap the Cape Fear River at 
the King’s Bluff Dam, and connect it 
with the present city reservoir on Toom- 
er’s Creek. To tap this supply will cost 
approximately $1,340,000. The city has 
now requested Mr. Olsen to determine 
the cost of additional works at the city’s 
chlorinating and filtration plants.

First limited-access 
superhighway for Detroit 


Construction of the first limited-access 
superhighway in the Detroit, Mich., area 
has been announced by the Wayne Coun- 
ty highway commission. 

The project will cost $2,500,000, and 
is designed to eliminate a crosstown 
traffic bottleneck. Plans call for three 
lanes of traffic in each direction, with a 
6-ft. raised dividing strip in the center. 
The highway will be below street level, 
and north-south streets will cross on 
bridges; it will be 1% mi. long with a 
205-ft. right-of-way. One-way service 
drives will flank the superhighway. 


Causeway leading to 
Padre Island proposed 


Application has been made to the 
U.S. Army Engineer at Galveston, Tex., 
by the Padre Island Causeway Co. for 
a permit to construct a causeway over 
the Laguna Madre to connect the main- 
land at Encinal Peninsula, ten miles 
south of Corpus Christi, Tex., with Padre 
Island. 

The proposed causeway would be 
approximately 15,000 ft. long, and all 
but two sections of the trestle, each 400 
ft., would be earth-filled. In the center 
of the channel would be a 70-ft. movable 
barge bridge. 





CONTRACTS AND CAPITAL 


ENGINEERING CONSTRUCTION awards for 
the week, $68,989,000, are 24 percent 
higher than in the corresponding 1940 
week, but drop 45 percent below the 
volume reported for a week ago. This 
is the 3lst consecutive week in which 
current awards have topped their last 
year’s values. 

Public construction is up 41 percent 
compared with the week last year, but is 
40 percent lower than last week. Private 
awards are 2 percent lower than a year 
ago, and 55 percent under the year’s 
high of a week ago. 

The week’s construction brings 1941 
awards to $1,530,237,000, an increase 
of 119 percent over the 14-week period 
last year. Private awards, $442,106,000, 
are 85 percent higher, and public con- 
struction, $1,088,131,000, is 137 percent 
above the period last year, due to an 
843 percent gain in federal work. 

New capital for construction purposes 
totals $836,539,000. This compares with

$84,776,000 for the 1940 week. The 
current week’s new financing is made 
up of $100,503,000 in federal appropri- 
ations for naval public works, $695,- 
000,000 in federal funds for completion 
of the Army’s cantonment and camp 
program, $27,440,000 in corporate se- 
curity issues, $13,563,000 in state and 
municipal bond sales, and $33,000 in 
RFC loans for public improvements.

ported for the period last year.
